Tells a Mix of Good and Bad News

Ata Greenbelt City Council 
worksession on Capital Projects 
on August 17, City Manager 
Michael MeLaughlin provided 
updated budget information the 
city has received since the Fiscal 
Year 2012 budget was adopted in 
Tune, Some bad news artived ia 
the form of updated real estate 
‘assessiment values From the Mary- 
land Department of Assessments 
‘& Taxation (MDAT) 

Some good news came in the 
form of an updated analysis of 
city revenues and expenditures 
showing higher than expected 
revenues and lower thaa expected 
expenditures in closing out Fiscal 
Year 2011, McLaughlin reported 
that if the new numbers hold up, 
approximately $700,000 could be 
‘allded to the city's fund balance 
for FY12, However, MDAT's 
estimated 2.3 percent reduction 
in the city’s July 1, 2011, esti- 
mated assessable real property 
base puis a dark cloud over the 
justadopied FY12 annual budget 

Al seven members of council 
attended, as well as Assistant 
City Manager David Moran. Al- 
though the worksession had been 
labeled Capital Projects, the up- 
dated financial information and 
lowered assessment totals from 
MDAT altered the usual dynarnic 
for council's post-budget Capital 
Projects worksession. 

All members of council were 
clearly taken aback by MDAT's 
revelation, for the second year 
in a row, that real property as- 
sessmient values for Greenbelt 
hhad experienced a decrease, So 
instead of diving into the Capital 
Projects topic and considering 
available resources and assigning 

















relative priorities for accomplish- 
ing various projects, the workses- 
sion agenda started off discussing

MDAT Estimates 

In constructing the city’s pro- 
posed FY12 budget in spring 
2011, McLaughlit: used MDAT

While expressing personal 
support for a ban, Delaney said 
the reality is that smoking is stil 
a strong part of the culture of 
performers. She noted that about 
‘one-thied of the cast members 
and stage workers at a recent 
performance at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center were smokers and that 
since smoking indoors is probib- 
ited, they used the bench on the 
walkway outside the door. She

OF the places suggesied as 
smoking areas by the advisory 
‘groups, tWo are on private prop- 
erty — spaces used by the Step 
Club and the grassy area beyond 
Maria's Beauty Salon.

revenues and expenditures for 
FYI, That analysis showed 
revenues exceeded projections 
by nearly $480,000 and that ex- 
penditures are estimated to end 
the year June 30, 2011) about 
$230,000 lower than estimated, 
‘The memo notes these estimates 
are preliminary and still subject 
to change, 

Since the figures for final 
payment for income taxes usu- 
ally are not received by the 
city uatil late August, this is 
fone area where there may be 
possible changes, according t0 
MeLaughlin's memo. He alt 
butes the higher than expected 
revenues to an unanticipated 
increase in Corporate Person- 
al Property ($230,000), lower 
ax abatements (-$42,183) and 
higher license and permit fees 
and miscellaneous revenues 
($180,000). 

(On the expenditure side, the 
savings are largely due to re- 
duced overtime expenses in the 
police depariment and lower 
than budgeted personnel benefits 
costs, Based on this analysis, 
MeLaughlin advised council that 
approximately $700,000 could 
be added to the city's fund, 

‘Theater Renovation 

Taking advantage of the in- 
crease in the city’s fund bal 
tance as outlined in the memo, 
McLaughlin suggested council 
‘consider transferring $200,000 
of those additional funds to the 
2001 Bond Fund for use in the 
theater project and, in addition, 
direct that the $232,100 added 
to the Debt Service Fund in 
the FY12 budget also be added 
to the theater renovation 2001 
Bond Fund. If these funds 
‘could he made available for the 
theater project, he reasoned. 
they could serve as requisite 
maiching funds for the state

‘These sctions would enable 
the city to undertake a sub- 
stantial amouat of work on 









































the theater renovation, he said. 


Without making a formal deci- 
sion, if council felt comfortable 
with this suggestion, stafT could 
work on a phasing schedule and 
cost figures for the theater reno- 
vation cost, he said.
